cited much attention and criticism, Dr. 
Declat, of Paris, argues that all diseases aro 
due to tbe development of invisible para- 
sites either in or upon tlio body. , 


—Ahorse dashes past a series of cameras 


at full speed, and in the brief interval of a 
single hound Mr. E. J. Muybridge secures 
a dozen or moie photographs of the animal 
in successive stages of the leap, each pic- 
ture recording a different position of tho 
body. To represent the living animal upon 
a screen by means of theso views, Mr. 
Muybridge has now perfected an instrument 
which he calls the zoogyroscope. It is a 
circular glass having upon it a series of the 
instantaneous photographs, wliich, 
being 


successively illuminated by an oxyhydrogen 
lantern as the glass is revolved, show a 
single continuous but ever-changing picture. 
The eflect is magical. The separate postures 
rapidly following each other produce upon 
the screen tbe perfect semblance of a fast- 
speeding horse, eveiy motion, even to the 
shake of tbe head or whisk of the tail, being 
faithful to life. Moving men and various 
animals besides the horsa have been shown 
in like mauner. 


—An interealing experiment in nervo 


grafting has been performed by a Bucharest 
physician. He removed a portion of the 
sciatic nerve of a fowl and replaced it by a 
similar portion of the sciatic nerve of a 
rabbit. The ends soon united, and the 
fowl's leg completely recovered its power. 


—The inoculation of cattle as a preven- 


liae of pleuro-pneumonia, which was fiist 
tried in Australia, has been introduced on 
a largescale into Edinburgh, Scotland. Dur- 
ing tlie past thiee years about 5000 cattle 
have been inoculated in the neighborhood 
of that city, reducing the mortality from 
seventy-five to about five per cent.

host. Sooner or later the hair worm, or 
Gordius, leaves the body of the insect, and 
lays its eggs in water. Fiom each egg a 
little creature armed with mitmle hooks is 
produced, and this young hair-worm bur 
rows into the body of some insect—there 
to repeat the history ol its parent. 
Such is 


the authentic life of the bail-worm. 


—The quantity of vapor present in the 


air about us during the hot days of summer 
has a very considerable influence upon our 
physical comfort. In a dry atmospheie 
evaporation fioia our bodies takes place 
very rapidly, and, a large amount of heat 
being conducted away by the exhaled 
moisture, an agreeable sensation of coolness

their action in levying a building tax. 
The 


meeting is called at the solicitation of the 
members from the third ward. 


If Messrs. Randall and Brudon recede 


from UM stand they took at the meeting on 
Monday, they will be placed in a very un- 
enviable position. 
It was through their 


advocacy that the building tax was pnt on; 
they proposed it, and carried it through 
upon the ground that a new school house 
was needed and desired in the thhd ward. 


If their representations were correct, and 


we believe they were, they show a lamenta- 
ble lack of backbone to wish to alter their de- 
cision; if their representations were not 
correct, they are placed in tho awkward sit- 
uation of having induced the School Board 
to lay an unnecessary tax for an unneces- 
sary purpose. 


The whole matter and its entire responsi- 


bility rests upon the members from Uie third 
ward. 
They asserted that a new school 


house was a necessity in their ward, and 
that it was needed now. If thoir statement 
was true the building lax should remain; 
but if it is not a necessity they have com- 
mitted something worse than a blund 
and not only should tho building tax be r 
pealed, but every other provision which has 
been making for the erection of a school 
house in the third ward be discontinued.

There are few tliings.if any, more sensitive 


than a mui'ii pocket book. It is more easi- 
ly afl'ccted than the conscience. Indeed 
with some men the pocket book is the con- 
science. They havo nob.gher view of any- 
thing than money. Nothing, in their opin- 
' ion, either of a temporal or a spiritual na. 


ture can transcend in importance tho money 
view of any question. Sordid and selfish 
must be natures of this character ; butthey 
exist—it is doubtful if they live. 


There are others, however, and we trust 


they are uot in a minority in our commun- 
ity, who take a broader view. They feel 
that there is something more in life to live 
for then themselves; that there is something 
vastly more Important to themselves and 
those around them than the mere accumu- 
lation of wealth. 
They .ire found willing to 


make aacrificeaffor the ^od of others, and 
do not put Irorn them burdens for other 
shoulders to bear, with the excuse that they 
are not their biothei's keeper. It is to this 
class that we commend the action of our 
School Board. 
Having been elected to 


manage the affairs of the schools in the man- 
ner which will make them most useful, they 
have endeavored so to do. 
After a calm 


and careful snivey of tho situation they ar- 
rived at the conclusion, with which any 
fair-minded person who has examined into 
the matter will agree, that a new school 
bouse Is needed in the third ward. They 
did not reach this conclusion hastily, but af- 
ter a careful study, and a full comparison of 
ideas on the subject. Tlie matter of how 
the funds for a building could be obtained 
was the next thing to sol tie. Various plans 
were suggested and discussed, but the most 
economical one, aud one which met with 
unanimous approval was the proposition to 
levy a building tax of five mills. This was 
done. Naturally it meets with some disap- 
proval. 
Who ever knew the majority of 


people to pay a tax with good opinion of 
the tax? Nevertheless the action of the 
School Board was a wise one, and it will 
prove In the end to be the best foi public 
good. 


The extra tax will remain but one year, 


and the people will have done with it. Tbe 
necessary funds vrlll be raised; the build, 
log will be erected; thojtown will be one 
school house the richer, and instead of hav- 
ing the matter dragging along from year to 
year, to the detriment ofthe school system, 
It will all be settled up and everybody will 
be happy. 


If the people who aro dissatisfied about 


tho tax-rate adopted by the School Board 
would examine into the affairs at the schools, 
and ascertain from the Directors tho rea- 
sons which prompted their action, the rea- 
soobU portion of them would ba less in- 
clined to complain. They would, perhaps, 
consent to believe that the Directors are as 
good ciliiens as when they were elected, 
ind that they would be but Confessing their 
niintuess and unfaithfulness as Directors if, 
knowing that the Interests of the school are 
suffering to- school room, they neglected to 
do what in their best judgment would in 
the most economical way remedy the evil. 


The action of the School Board may be 


for the present unpopular, but will eventu- 
ally be~acknowledged as wise as it was 


^ necessary.'
